NIGHT FLIGHTS 
CONSULTATION 
UP IN THE AIR 


THANET council’s night- 
flights consultation process 
is running more than a 
month behind schedule. 

Authority officials said they would 
begin the consultation process in 
October, but it has yet to start. No con¬ 
tractor has been appointed and ten¬ 
ders are still only being evaluated. 

In August, Kent International 
Airport’s operator, New Zealand- 
based firm Infratil, put in an applica¬ 
tion to begin night flights. 

The council immediately announced 
a full 12-week consultation would be 
carried out, with the start date sched¬ 
uled for October. 

However, the planned drop-in ses¬ 
sions, road shows and surveys 
designed to let the isle’s residents

have their say have yet to materialise. 

A council spokeswoman said: “The 
council has to appoint contractors in 
line with certain rules to ensure best 
value and that the public interest is 
achieved and protected. Tenders have 
been returned for the public consulta¬ 
tion work on the airport consultation. 

“The tenders are being evaluated and 
will be reported to the council’s airport 
working party before an appointment is 
made. The consultation can only begin 
after this process.” 

Richard Nicholson, a former leader of 
the council and current member of the 
working party, said: “It is important it is 
done properly and we are still waiting 
to see what proposals come forward. 

“There were people at the council who 


thought this would be a formality, but it 
is a lot more than that.” 

Cllr Nicholson, who represents 
Newington ward in Ramsgate, which 
would be one of the wards most affect¬ 
ed by planes flying overhead at night, 
speculated that the process could now 
begin in January. 

If the application is approved, 
planes will be allowed to land and 
take off between 6am and 11.30pm, 
one hour earlier and half-an-hour 
later than the current Section 106 
between the council and the airport 
agreement permits. 

The cost of the process could cost as 
much as £80,000, a sum that has 
already been approved by councillors. 

The council last week announced it 
would need to find savings of £5.9 mil¬ 
lion over the next five years, with 
£1.8m of that being saved next year.

HARDLY USED? Thanet council's Schmidt machine is rarely rolled out to do its job, claim critics 

Sticking point over the 
value of machine that's 
meant to remove gum 


A MACHINE that is used 
to clean chewing gum off 
the isle’s streets has been 
dismissed by critics as a 
waste of money. 

The Schmidt machine, brought for 
£80,500 in 2003, was last used on 
October 26 but not at all in September. 

Operators used it to hot-wash bins 
and seating areas and wash fat 
stains off pavements in Queen 
Street, Leopold Street, High Street, 
Harbour Parade and Dundonald 
Road in Ramsgate. It was also 
wheeled out to Albion Street car-park 
and Bleak House in Broadstairs. 

Appalling 

Critics say the machine does not 
work very well and is not used often 
enough to represent value for money. 

Both claims are denied by Thanet 
council, although it does say it has 
cost more than £2,110 to service and 
£304 to repair this year. 

Councillor Iris Johnston brought 
up the subject of the machine at the 
last cabinet meeting in Margate. 

The shadow cabinet member said 
the Schmidt sprayed out dirty water 
on to shop windows and merely pol¬ 
ished gum stuck to the floor, rather 
than removing it. 

She said: “It appears to have had 
minimal use. It only washes the dirt 
off the top of the gum and when I 
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saw it in action it sprayed dirty 
water up the windows of the Visitor 
Information Centre in Margate. 

“It is mostly locked in the depot. It 
is an appalling waste of public 
money.” 

However, a council spokeswoman 
said: “We have already got excellent 
value out of the original price. It is veiy 
useful. The council doesn’t feel this is 
excessive for a machine of this age, 
using high-pressure pumps, water- 
heater and complex hydraulic systems.” 

Drivers are being allocated to what 
the council calls “core duties” such as 
emptying bins, street-sweeping, 
collecting bulky waste, park mainte¬ 
nance and dealing with flytipping. 

That means the machine is often 
left in the depot in Manston Road 
while the two drivers trained to use 
it get on with other work. 

The council spokeswoman said: 
“Due to the current vacancy freeze in 
the current economic climate and 
covering for sickness and holidays, 
the drivers are mainly allocated to 
work within our core activities.” 

“We are still working on trying to 
get dedicated driving resources for 
the machine, so we can get it out 
more often, but as indicated core 
activities will always come first.” 

She said there were no plans to sell 
the machine.

Kutkevics faced Margate magistrates 
on Monday and will stay in custody 
until he appears at Maidstone Crown 
Court on Monday, November 30.

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£3.7m set to reawaken 
interest in Dreamland 


SEA CHANGE: Grant will help breathe life into Dreamland and the historic Scenic Railway - and Margate's tourism industry

THE future is looking bright again 
for Dreamland. 

Plans to create the world’s first heritage 
amusement park on the famous Margate site 
have surged forward with the news that it will 
be getting £3.7 million from the Government’s 
Sea Change fund. 

The Minister for Tourism, Margaret Hodge, 
was in Margate on Monday to mark the 
approval of the grant. 

The money, the largest amount allocated in 
the latest wave of funding, should help create a 
new theme park on the Dreamland site. 

Rides rescued from other amusement parks 
will also be restored and reassembled at 
Dreamland. Some are the last surviving exam¬ 
ples of their type. 

Centrepiece 

The rides will be built around the centrepiece 
of the park, the Scenic Railway, the UK’s oldest 
surviving wooden roller-coaster. 

Much of it was destroyed in a fire in April last 
year, but restoration will be carried out. 

The distinctive fin-shaped Grade II-listed 
Dreamland cinema building will also be reju¬ 
venated. 

Ms Hodge said she had fond memories of vis¬ 
its to Dreamland as a child. 

“I remember coming to Dreamland for a day at 
the seaside as my family and I lived in Orping¬ 
ton,” she said. “What I remember most was the 
roller-coaster - it was really big and also I 
remember the ghost train and eating candyfloss. 

“This would have been in the mid-50s and it 


was always busy but also a great day out. 
Seeing it like this, I can see how Sea Change 
can bring it back to life as a heritage site.” 

Of the Sea Change scheme, she said: “The 
whole purpose of this programme is about 
regenerating our seaside towns. 

“A lot of them are run-down because of the 
changing pattern for holidays and trips away. But 
this cash is using culture to regenerate and that is 
always something I have been at the forefront of.” 

The Dreamland project involves the Margate 
Renewal Partnership, The Dreamland Trust, 
site owner the Margate Town Centre Regener¬ 
ation Company and Thanet council, which sub¬ 
mitted the application. 

The feasibility work to develop the bid was 


also supported by Kent County Council, 
SEEDA, English Heritage and Arts Council 
England. 

The Dreamland Trust has already secured a 
first-round pass of £548,000 of Heritage 
Lottery Funding, with 10 per cent match¬ 
funding from Thanet council. 

Nick Laister, chairman of The Dreamland 
Trust, said: “This is fantastic news and yet 
another very positive step to delivering this 
world-first visitor attraction. 

“This proposal has the ability to create an 
outstanding 21st-century attraction at 
Margate, capitalising on the resort’s unique 
heritage in a way that will make a huge contri¬ 
bution to the regeneration of the town.” 


Vigilante in court 
after arson attack 

A MAN who torched a neighbour’s van 
in a revenge attack after claiming he 
had been set upon by a gang of 15 yobs 
has appeared in court. 

Margate magistrates heard how 
John Hawkins, 39, of Pullman Close, 
Ramsgate, put petrol in a small bottle, 
lit a rag, then put the flaming bottle 
under the petrol tank. 

Julie Farbrace, prosecuting, said the 
owner, Stephen Tomlinson, saw a 
burning canister under his car at 11pm 
on Saturday, August 15. 

Mr Tomlinson has a CCTV system 
covering his home and on checking the 
film saw Hawkins, whom he recognised. 

Hawkins told police he had sustained 
serious facial injuries and been persecut¬ 
ed by youngsters from the area. 

Paul Shingleton, defending, told the 
court that Hawkins, who admitted arson, 
had also been threatened by neighbours. 

The case was adjourned until Monday, 
November 23, for sentencing. 
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Work begins 
on road to 
give access 

SPADE has finally met soil in the 
latest construction phase of the 
East Kent Access Road. 

The road will link the isle with 
other parts of east Kent. 

Work will start at Stonar Cut, 
near Richborough power station, 
and the road will travel up to from 
the south and split into two parts. 

It will join up at Cliffsend in the 
east and a second section will split 
off and finish at the Tothill Street 
roundabout near Minster in the 
west, running alongside Manston 
airport’s runway. 

The road will be five miles long 
and be built by VolkerFitpatrick and 
Hochtief as a joint venture. 

It is hoped it will ease congestion 
and attract more businesses to the 
area. 

The £87 million East Kent 
Scheme is being funded with £82m 
Government grant and £7.72m 
from Kent County Council. 

Nick Chard, Kent County 
Council’s cabinet member for high¬ 
ways, said: “I am pleased we are 
making a start. 

‘The scheme will provide high- 
quality road links between 
Eurotunnel, Dover harbour, Euro- 
kent Business Park, Kent Inter¬ 
national Airport and Ramsgate har¬ 
bour, as well as for local traffic.” 


Residents make a 
stand to save their 
beloved postbox 

A HISTORIC postbox in Broadstairs 
has been saved from destruction - by 
being moved a mere nine inches. 

Following a campaign waged by 
the residents of the nearby Grand 
Mansions and negotiations by 
Thanet council’s heritage champion 
Dr Alasdair Bruce, Royal Mail 
agreed to move the box to save it. 

The letterbox had been deemed a 
hazard under health and safety leg¬ 
islation and was scheduled for 
removal as it sat half on the pave¬ 
ment and half in the road. 

When contractors arrived to 
remove it some weeks ago, the 
Grand Mansions residents rapidly 
organised an impromptu protest 
and prevented it being taken away. 

Cllr Bruce said: “This is an impor¬ 
tant victory for common sense and I 
am pleased to see how the residents 
were able to rally to save this impor¬ 
tant part of Broadstairs heritage.

Shoppers buy into 
incentive scheme 

MORE than 1,000 incentive cards were 
handed out across the isle during the 
weekend’s launch of the Shop Local First 
campaign, despite the terrible weather. 

The launch was held in the five pilot 
areas of Birchington, Broadstairs, 
Northdown Road in Cliftonville, 
Margate and Ramsgate on Saturday to 
encourage people to shop locally. 

The incentive card enables shoppers to 
get discounts in 100 participating stores, 
which display a campaign sticker in the 
window. The card can also be collected 
from the isle’s libraries. 

Lucy Tuson, of Thanet council, said: 
“Businesses said that they had had a 
number of people coming in especially to 
use their incentive cards, which is a 
great start to the scheme.” 

QEQM Hospital to 
get new scanner 

A STATE-of-the-art CT scanner is to be 
installed at the QEQM Hospital, Margate. 

East Kent Hospitals University NHS 
Foundation Trust, which also runs hos¬ 
pitals in Ashford, Canterbury, Margate, 
Dover and Folkestone, has invested £2 
million in two new scanners which will aid 
diagnosis - the other will be at Ashford. 

The machines take CT images of com¬ 
plex organs such as the heart without 
exposing people to radiation and can be 
used when dealing with strokes, bleeding 
on the brain and other trauma injuries. 

The Siemens Definition Flash scan¬ 
ners are new to the UK and have only 
been installed in two other major hospi¬ 
tals this autumn. 

The QEQM unit will be in operation 
from early next year.

A HOST of council services will be 
trimmed as the authority tries to 
make huge savings over the next 
five years. 

In total, £5.9 million will need to be saved, 
with £1.8m of that achieved in the next budget. 

In its next budget the council has identified a 
series of cuts which it says could save £1.3m. 

Grounds maintenance could be scaled back to 
achieve £50,000 savings and the council will try 
to make up £10,000 by using remote anti-virus 
email-scanning. 

Cuts on employees’ travel expenses could 
save £35,000 and the use of agencies, consult¬ 
ants and overtime payments will also probably 
be cut to save £400,000. 

The council’s grim financial future has been 
outlined in a report given to the cabinet by its 
officers. 

The council blames falling income from 
sources such as planning fees, car-parking and 
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land charges for its financial woes and the 
process of sharing services, such as human 
resources, with other local councils is likely to 
become more prevalent. 

Departments such as IT and finance could 
also come together in a bid to make savings. 

Canterbury City Council, Shepway District 
Council and Dover District Council are the part¬ 
ners with which Thanet council would team up. 

The move to join certain departments could 
result in savings of between £2.5m and £3m 
over the five-year period. 

Realisation 

The council will also have to budget for a cut 
in the grant it receives from the Government, 
which makes up some 60 per cent of its fund¬ 
ing. The settlement for 2011/12 will be 
announced in due course, but a 3 per cent cut 
for three years is likely. 


The council’s director of finance and corporate 
services, Sue McGonigal, said: “The financial 
future in local government is looking bleak at 
the moment. There’s no getting away from that. 

“The recession has left the country with a 
massive amount of borrowing that’s going to 
have to be paid back. 

“There’s a realisation in the public sector that 
one of the most likely ways that can be done is 
by cutting the amount of money invested in 
local government. 

“We’re fully expecting to see our Government 
grant reduced over the next few years and are 
already making allowances for that. 

“That means we need to make further sav¬ 
ings to keep the council’s budget balanced. 

“The next few years are going to be exception¬ 
ally difficult, with some tough decisions ahead 
of us on how we provide our services. 

“However, we fully intend to protect the front¬ 
line services which are important to our resi¬ 
dents, in spite of a reducing amount of income.”

Vllage bunker at 
the cutting edge 
of data protection 


NESTLING in the leafy outskirts 
of a quiet east Kent village, tech¬ 
nology boffins are keeping watch 
on some of the most important 
data and sensitive information in 
the country 

The village of Ash is an unlikely setting for 
The Bunker, an ultra-secure data bank 
which is flourishing despite the gloomy eco¬ 
nomic outlook. 

Bosses at the site are set to take on dozens 
more staff in the coming months, with more 
positions becoming available as their expan¬ 
sion plans take shape. 

The Bunker, at the Ash radar station, is an 
ultra-secure data bank with the tightest of 
security. Visitors are under escort at all 
times and CCTV cameras watch your every 
move as you journey down into the heart of 
the 50ft-deep complex, past thick blast-proof 
doors and down echoing corridors with a 
distinct Cold War feel. 

In temperature-controlled rooms, row upon 
row of LED-lit servers click and whirr with 
activity, like a scene from a Hollywood movie. 

Transactions 

As the internet grows and plays an increas¬ 
ingly important role in society, so does the 
need for all that information to be hosted and 
stored somewhere. 

Bunker chief executive Peregrine Newton 
said: ‘We run 24/7, 365 days a year. We have 
two large power supplies, meaning we have a 
back-up if one goes down and we have anoth¬ 
er that will pick up, and also UPS (uninter¬ 
rupted powers supplies) should those fail.” 

The Bunker holds data about credit and pay¬ 
ment-card transactions, which make internet 
shopping and online banking possible. 

Mr Newton said: “Our clients are securely 
connected to the internet via us. Half of our 
clients are financial institutions, but we also 
have ones such as The Drink Shop, the large 
online off-licence, and others using the serv¬ 
ices we offer. 

We have about 150 clients in all and most 
of the major financial institutions have some 
of their systems here. For them, it ticks all 
the security boxes and while we love what we 
do here, we take it very, very seriously.” 

Planning permission for a 12,000-square- 
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metre building, called The Bunker 2, has 
been granted and will lead to a doubling of 
the workforce on site. 

The expansion plans mean that jobs such 
as IT roles should become available in the 
near future, as well as posts for security staff 
and maintenance people. 

Many security-conscious companies choose 
to have their information held here because 
London would be an obvious target for ter¬ 
rorists. 

In the event of a nuclear or biological 
attack, or a disaster of some kind, staff can 
maintain systems vital to the country’s 
operational well-being. 

Thanet South MP Dr Steve Ladyman visit¬ 
ed The Bunker last week to take a look 
around. He said: “This place is a truly world- 
class operation. It was a unique opportunity 
to build something like this here and it’s 
triumphed. 

“You don’t find many facilities that are 
secure from nuclear and biological attack, or 
indeed many places in the world which can 
match this, and it’s great that they are also 
expanding. 

“I think it’s a facility we should be proud of. 
If companies like The Bunker can bring high¬ 
speed internet connectivity into the area, 
then it will benefit businesses and indi¬ 
viduals.” 

The bunker was originally designed to pro¬ 
tect the nation by controlling air battles over 
south-east England and later to track possi¬ 
ble missile strikes and enemy aircraft incur¬ 
sion into British airspace. 

It boasts 3.5-metre concrete walls that 
could withstand a 22-kilotonne thermo¬ 
nuclear blast. 

People would have been able to live for 90 
days underground in the event of a strike. 

However, as the Cold War petered out, the 
site took on a new role and was used by the 
Civil Aviation Authority for civil radar. 

The RAF eventually took control again, but 
the last year of full operation was 1995. 

The Bunker as it is today was formed in 
2004, when two entrepreneurs turned it into 
a facility to hold information for clients keen 
to have an out-of-city centre to hold data. 



Bad council tenant evicted 


A DISRUPTIVE tenant of a Ramsgate tower- 
block has been evicted from his flat. 

Thanet council has moved on Daniel 
Theobald after he threw objects from his 
balcony and windows to the ground below. 

The 20-year-old was evicted from Kennedy 
House, Newcastle Hill, where he had been 
living for almost a year. 

A council spokeswoman said: “The council 
worked closely with local residents to get the 
evidence needed and applied for a possession 
order for his flat because of the seriousness of 
the behaviour and the potential risk to others.” 

Theobald moved into the premises in 
December 2008. 

Sarah Warner, the council’s senior housing 
officer, said: “This sort of behaviour not only 
causes great distress to those living in the 
vicinity but could potentially injure or kill 
someone when items are being thrown from 
windows and balconies.”

Cliftonville West PC Alex Taylor and PCs 
Janine Fordom and Terry Vine, who look 
after Margate Central, contacted the Royal 
School for Deaf Children in Victoria Road 
for guidance.

PC Taylor said: “There are hundreds of 
people who use this facility and if we can 
master it, it will break down a few barriers 
we currently face when it comes to communi¬ 
cation and make us even more accessible.”

Eastern and Coastal Kent 
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Will the French ever 
pay for Stack grief?

PEOPLE and businesses that lose 
money because of Operation Stack 
could have a case for compen¬ 
sation against the French govern¬ 
ment. 

That’s the view of Kent County Council 
leader Paul Carter, who told delegates - 
including ministers and industry insiders - at 
a meeting on Tuesday last week that legal 
advice had been sought over the impact of 
French strikes on Kent and its economy. 

The meeting at the House of Lords was part 
of a traffic campaign started by KCC to deal 
with problems on the county’s roads. 

During Stack the M20 is turned into a giant 
lorry park, causing hold-ups and traffic chaos in 
the area, with huge financial losses for busi¬ 
ness. Stack is mainly implemented due to 
French industrial action that blocks the ports, 
stopping lorries using cross-Channel ferries. 

Blockading 

Cllr Carter said: “The misery caused to tens 
of thousands of people affected by the strikes 
and the impact on businesses and 
travel plans should not be underestimated. 
The closure of Calais harms our economy.” 

It is estimated by the Federation of Small 
Businesses that blockades at Calais and the 
subsequent stoppage of crossings cost the UK 
haulage industry £1 million a day. 

And with delays on deliveries and traffic 
problems caused by Operation Stack, a further 
£500,000 is lost daily. 

Cllr Carter said the French authorities could 
be in breach of EU rules governing the free 
movement of people and goods when they 
failed to take action against illegal strikers 


blockading French ports. This might mean 
businesses and residents affected by strikes 
could receive compensation for losses. 

Cllr Carter said: “With the French authori¬ 
ties failing to take action against illegal strike 
action in Calais, they are in breach of Article 28 
of the European Commission Treaty. This 
means they could be liable for damages caused 
to people who are affected by the blockades. 

“I have written to Lord Mandelson about it. 
Our government needs to take this matter to 
the French government. It’s up to the Govern¬ 
ment to sort this problem out.” 

Business Secretary Lord Mandelson has 
agreed to pursue the issue. Cllr Carter also 
called for a long-term answer to Stack. 

“It is essential to find a solution, but we need 
to find the means to fund it,” he said. 

“Charges should be imposed on foreign lorry- 
drivers using UK roads, which would pay for 
infrastructure and a long-term plan to deal 
with Operation Stack. Thousands could be 
raised through this. 

“Foreign lorry-drivers already have an 
advantage over UK hauliers by filling up with 


cheaper fuel before coming to Britain.” 

As part of KCC’s traffic campaign, a formal 
complaint has been made to the European 
Commission to highlight the effect of strike 
action on the county. 

Further concerns were raised about the 
planned expansion of Calais port. 

In 2007, about four million lorries passed 
through Kent via the Port of Dover and this 
figure is expected to rise by two-thirds over the 
next 30 years. This could mean even more 
HGVs parked on the M20 in the event of 
strikes. 

However, Paul Watkins, leader of Dover 
District Council, said his authority was back¬ 
ing the Calais port plans. 

“It is crucial for the economy of the UK and 
Europe that both the ports are able to gear up 
to accommodate future growth,” he said. “In 
the face of an ever-expanding inter-national 
market, if one is to grow, the other needs to 
keep pace if balance is to be maintained.” 

KCC is also pushing for a third Thames 
crossing to improve connections with the rest 
of the UK and greater use of Manston airport.

Rare moth the 
belle of the fall 

A RARE moth has been discovered at a 
new site in the county. 

The straw belle is already on the endan¬ 
gered list, so the discovery made at the 
National Trust site of Wrotham Water 
Farm is of global importance. 

The farm, near Trottiscliffe, has also 
been revealed as the home of other rare 
species, according to a new report. 

Inspections by the Butterfly Conserv¬ 
ation Trust revealed the presence of sever¬ 
al species of scarce orchids, bumble-bees 
and butterflies. 

The straw belle has been designated a 
priority species for conservation, meaning 
extra care must be taken in 
preserving its habitat to ensure its contin¬ 
ued survival. 

The area was used to grow wheat and 
barley, but in 1990 the fields of Wrotham 
Water Farm were ‘returned to nature’. 

Under the guidance of Natural 
England’s Countryside Stewardship 
Scheme, the National Trust was able to 
restore the chalk grassland by planting a 
rare grass-seed mix and introducing a 
grazing regime to help the moth and other 
threatened wildlife thrive. 


County Hall £200m budget shortfall to lead to 600-700 job losses 


HUNDREDS of jobs will be lost over the next 
three years as Kent County Council struggles 
against a predicted £200 million funding shortfall. 

Finance chiefs at County Hall are readying 
themselves for drastic reductions in the amount 
of money they receive from the Government, 
regardless of who wins the next general elec¬ 
tion. 

About £42m of savings have already been 
identified from next year’s budget, but a further 
£10m still needs to be cut - and between 600- 
700 posts will be axed. 

KCC employs more than 40,000 staff. 


However, the authority says it is confident the 
shortfall will not affect frontline services and the 
majority of jobs lost will be through natural 
wastage and non-replacement of staff who leave. 

Any council-tax increases should also be kept 
to a minimum and will most likely be below last 
year’s rise of 2.4 per cent. 

John Simmonds, cabinet member for finance, 
said: ‘What’s important is we haven’t been idle 
and we’ve already saved £110m over the last 
three years because we always knew the gravy 
train was going to halt. 

“It would have been foolish not to plan ahead 


and we would be a terribly irresponsible author¬ 
ity if we said we will worry about it next year. 

“The headline news looks alarming, but life 
isn’t going to grind to a halt. By having foresight 
we can minimise the effects and although it looks 
frightening on the face of it, we have the time to 
look at alternative ways of doing things.” 

KCC officers have been instructed to come up 
with cost-cutting proposals over the next few 
weeks, including a review of frontline services 
to see how funds can be spent more efficiently. 

This is likely to result in a major staff reor¬ 
ganisation and a possible sharing of office 


accommodation with other public-sector part¬ 
ners such as the NHS. 

Cllr Simmonds said existing initiatives were 
already saving the authority cash; these includ¬ 
ed a permit scheme prohibiting utilities compa¬ 
nies from digging up and subsequently damag¬ 
ing roads without a licence. 

He said: “The review of the frontline services 
is not for us to see what we can get rid of, but 
rather what we can use more efficiently.” 

KCC has an annual budget of £1.5 billion, but 
economists predict a 40 per cent cut in 
Government support over the next three years.

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Charity calls for 
adopters to think 
about benefits of 
taking on siblings

A LEADING children’s charity is 
urging people in Kent to consider 
adopting siblings as the number 
of youngsters in care soars to 
more than 60,000 nationwide. 

Adoption experts at Action for Children 
said too many vulnerable brothers and sis¬ 
ters are being split up in the county as 
adopters opt to take just one child. 

Carol Buckley, service manager at the 
charity’s south east project, said there is now 
more than ever a desperate need to find 
loving homes and for vulnerable siblings to 
stay together. 

Her message comes as National Adoption 
Week draws to a close and the nationwide 
figure of children in care reaches 60,900. 

About 4,000 of those are waiting to be 
adopted. Ms Buckley said: ‘With such a high 
number of children entering care, the need 
for adopters is at an all-time high. 

“To many, the idea of adopting more than 
one child can feel overwhelming. 

“However, from our own work we know 
that with the right support, families adopt¬ 
ing siblings can flourish. When siblings enter 
care together and all other family ties have 
been broken, it’s so important that, where 
possible, we keep them together. 

“To do this we desperately need adopters to 
consider if they think they 
could take on more than one 
child.” 

A lesbian couple who decid¬ 
ed to take on two young broth¬ 
ers said it was the best thing 
they ever did and urged others 
to consider it. 

Important 

Ali and Kate, from Erith, 
who are both experienced 
teachers, adopted the boys, 
now nine and 11, six years ago. 

Ali said: “Kate already had 
children from a previous mar¬ 
riage, but I really felt the need 
to have children of my own. 

“The whole adoption process 
is long and quite intrusive, but 
I wouldn’t want that to put 
anyone off. 

We came up against some 
barriers due to the fact we’re a 
gay couple, which came as 
quite a shock, but in the end we 
took on two boys and they set¬ 
tled really quickly. It’s been an 
amazing journey for all of us.” 

Ali said keeping the boys 
together was very important: 

“We found out they were orig¬ 
inally going to be split up so they would be 
adopted immediately,” she said. 

“It was so much better for them to stay 


ADOPTION IN KENT 

• On average 100 children are adopted in Kent 
each year. 

• In 2008, KCC placed 90 per cent of children 
with a plan for adoption within 12 months of 
the placement order being given by the court. 

• In Kent, 1,350 children who have been 
adopted since 1992, a third of these receive 
an ongoing service from KCC's adoption 
support and special guardianship team. 

• There are more than 800 contact 
arrangements with birth parents and their 
children who have been placed for adoption. 
KCC promotes working in partnership with 
birth parents and new adoptive families to 
encourage contact. 

• On average, 60 new adopters are assessed 
and approved each year. Assessment takes 
eight months and is extremely rigorous. 
Prospective adopters need to have demon¬ 
strated they have dealt with their own life 
issues before they can be considered. 


together. One of the boys was slightly chaot¬ 
ic when he came to us and splitting them up 
would have made it worse. 

“They still have memories of their mother 
which they talk about and 
they really need that.” 

Heart FM DJ Toby Anstis, 
can relate to Ali’s story having 
been adopted with his twin 
sister as a child. 

“I can’t imagine life without 
my sister Kate,” he said. 

Difference 

‘We’ve had such a close bond 
since birth. Fortunately we 
were kept together when we 
were adopted. It’s a special 
bond and understanding that 
has helped us come to terms 
with being adopted. It’s so 
important that siblings are 
kept together.” 

Cllr Sarah Hohler, Kent 
County Council’s cabinet 
member for children, families 
and education, said the team 
at KCC are on hand to talk 
people through the process of 
adoption. 

“It is difficult to put into 
words the difference adoptive 
parents can make to the lives 
of children and young people,” 
she said. “Similarly, those who 
adopt find having a family to 
be an enriching experience.”

Simon Robinson comes up with a novel way of cleaning our society of all crime with just one simple test 



An instant end to crime while 
freeing a nation's motorways 


CRIME rates across Kent are on 
the decline, new police figures have 
reportedly shown. 

This is undoubtedly good news and a step in 
the right direction. But while progress is slow¬ 
ly being made, I feel there is a pressing need to 
eliminate all criminal acts now.

All we need to do to eliminate all crime is to 
build a driving simulator in which the 
‘motorists’ are charged with the simple task of 
driving their ‘car’ along the motorway. 

And anyone who chooses to limp along in the 
middle lane when not overtaking a slower- 
moving vehicle is taken immediately from the 
simulator and thrown in jail. Forever. 

It’s as simple as that. 

It is an indisputable fact that all Middle 
Lane Drivers are criminally insane. Why else 
would they take up the middle lane when not 
overtaking? 

It makes no sense. They simply must be 
future axe-murderers, faeces-throwing psy¬ 
chopaths and so forth. 

The test would only take two minutes. 

“OK, Mr Smith, sit yourself down and when 
you’re ready take the next left, a slip-road on

Traffic essential to 
economic recovery 

KENT Green Party just never 
stops trying to scare us into 


submission (last week’s letters). 
To attribute something like blood 
pressure to traffic noise stretches 
the imagination. 

No doubt over the next weeks, 
blood pressure will also be used 
to try to dictate our exercise, food 
and drink etc. 

The fact is that apart from 
a few unfortunates at specific 
locations, most people’s 
experience of road traffic (other 
traffic noise is available) is 
merely as background noise. 

But any excuse will do in the 
name of the new ‘religion’ of 
coercing us to walk, cycle or use 
public transport - all unsuited to 
an awful lot of journeys. 

Traffic levels are linked to 
economic-activity levels, so if we 
are to recover from recession, 
more, not less, traffic is essential 
- along with a road network fit 
to carry it. 

I would refer readers to a 
recent report produced by the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance, in 
conjunction with the Drivers’ 
Alliance, highlighting the need 
(and added value) for road¬ 
building to receive priority over 
the likes of railways. 

The report is accessible via 
both organisations’ websites - 
and the Association of British 
Drivers agrees with them. 

This brings me to the report 
about Harry Farrow’s campaign 
for free rail travel for all 
over-60s. 

Sounds wonderful, doesn’t it? 
Until you realise how much more 
everyone else would have to pay. 

If train and bus companies can 
commercially operate reduced 
rates for seniors, that’s fine, but 
no Government intervention or 
undue subsidies. 

I suspect our economic woes 
may render the universal free 
bus-pass short-lived, too.

Ratio ha ha 

One of the country's best known and most-loved 
DJs, Johnnie Walker, reveals all in his frank and 
funny show at The Gulbenkian Theatre, Canterbury 


FROM the boat that rocked 
to meeting royalty, Johnnie 
Walker has become a 
national treasure. 

One of the country’s best-known 
and most-loved radio voices, Walker 
has always been a champion of music 
above all else. Spend an evening 
with Walker and dis¬ 
cover how this 
frank, honest 
and funny 


man became one of Britain’s most 
enduring and popular broadcasters. 

In the 60s, Walker became the voice 
of a generation when he broadcast 
from the pirate ship, Radio Caroline, 
creating a night-time show that was 
essential listening for music fans 
everywhere. He attracted 86 per cent 
of the night- 
t i m e 
radio 



audience and had a Europe-wide 
listenership of 20 million on the 
night of August 14,1967, when Radio 
Caroline continued to broadcast even 
though Government legislation had 
taken all other pirate stations off the 
airwaves. 

A move to BBC Radio 1 followed in 
1969 and over the next seven years 
Walker compounded his reputation 
as a DJ who valued the records he 
played far more than the sound of his 
own voice. His lunchtime show was a 
launch-pad for new artists such as 
Steve Harley, Lou Reed, Fleetwood 
Mac, The Eagles and Steely Dan, 
but Walker spoke frankly about 
those acts of which he was not a 
fan. Describing the Bay City 
Rollers as “musical garbage” 
was one incident which, 
along with his determin¬ 
ation to play album tracks 
as well as chart hits, led to 
conflict with his employ¬ 
ers. 

In 1976 he moved to San 
Francisco and continued 
as a radio DJ by recording 
a weekly show which was 
broadcast on Radio 
Luxembourg. 

He returned to Britain in 
the early 80s and, after 
stints on local radio, rejoined 
Radio 1 to present The 
Stereo Sequence before mov¬ 
ing to Radio 2 to take over the 
Drivetime slot. With more 
than 30 years of musical know¬ 
ledge under his belt, it became 
an enormously popular show for 
listeners with discerning taste. 
Walker was forced to take time 
off in 2003 while he battled cancer 
but returned to host the Drivetime 
show until 2006. 

He went on to present a Sunday 
show about spirituality and that year 
was awarded an MBE for his servic¬ 
es to broadcasting.

Sir Michael goes back to 
his council-estate roots

PERHAPS it’s due to his advanc¬ 
ing years, or because he still thinks 
of himself as an inner-city boy with 
nothing to lose, but either way Sir 
Michael Caine is happy to be utter¬ 
ly candid. 

Talking about everything from his pet-hates, 
UK taxes and box-office flops to all those 
remakes of his classic films, the 76-year-old 
actor Sir Michael is as open as they come. 

But it is his childhood which is the focus of 
public interest as fans await the release of his 
latest film, Harry Brown. 

Set on a council estate in south London’s 
Elephant & Castle, not far from where he 
grew up, Michael plays the eponymous hero - 
a widowed pensioner living in a concrete high- 
rise who fights back when his only friend is 
murdered by a local gang. 

“The film is a sort of wake-up call to people. 
I know what it’s like because I come from 
there, but for people who don’t know about it, 
we have now got into this circle of drugs and 
violence and killing. And if you don’t do some¬ 
thing about it, it’s coming to a street near you.” 

Sir Michael was bom to a cook and a fish- 
market porter and lived in a prefab council 
house, some 500 yards from the block of flats 
where he filmed Harry Brown. 

“In that estate you see in the film, there’s a 
plaque on the wall with me on it, a sort of 
dedication to me.” 

Any other actor might have been concerned 
about filming night-shoots in such a rough 
location, but Sir Michael felt very much at 
home among the locals. 

“I had an incredible experience there. I 
worked there for weeks at night and I met all 
these guys and I became fascinated by them.

“And I got a sense that we had let these guys 
down. It’s all right to say 'These scumbags, 
they’re knifing, shooting, killing, selling drugs’, 
but they have no sense of direction. 

“If you’re a young man and you grow up 
in that atmosphere, you have to join a gang, 


otherwise you’re dead, or smashed to pieces if 
you walk around on your own.” 

Back in the 1940s, when Michael was a 
teenager, things were very different. 

“There was violence, but not the kind you see 
today. Our drugs were alcohol and our 
weapons were boots and fists. 

“I had a very tough father and a very tough 
brother and if anybody ever came to our house, 
they never came again,” he adds, with a smile. 

For all the hardship of his early years, Sir 
Michael remembers having two forms of 
escape, which helped to shape his future. 

“One of them was the library - I’m still to 
this day an incessant reader - and the other 
was the cinema. If I liked a movie, I would go 
every day and see the same movie. You could 
just sit there all day. That was my escape.”

'Property millionaires' 
hit by slump in market 

THE recent slump in the property mar¬ 
ket has had a marked effect on those 
who have made a fortune through own¬ 
ing homes. 

Research from Zoopla.co.uk, the online 
property website, has revealed the 
extent to which property millionaires in 
the UK have suffered since the housing 
market peaked in autumn 2007. 

According to the website, the number 
of million-pound properties in the UK 
has dwindled by more than a third since 
the downturn, despite the recent turn¬ 
around in property values. 

Alex Chesterman, the founder and 
chief executive of Zoopla.co.uk, said: 
“The housing-market downturn has 
taken its toll on the exclusive property 
millionaires club, reducing the number 
of those who can claim membership from 
283,168 in November 2007 to only 
183,630 today.” 


Broadband speed blow 
to rural homes demand 


BROADBAND speeds can 
affect how desirable a prop¬ 
erty is, according to a recent 
study 

A survey by ISPreview.co.uk, a 
source of internet service provider 
information, has established that no 
matter how sought-after a property is, 
most people would not buy it if the 
best broadband speed it could achieve 
was just 1Mbps. 

The survey, which questioned 721 
people, also found that a little over 
half, 51 per cent, are willing to pay 
more for a house with faster broad¬ 
band. 

Almost two-thirds of those ques¬ 
tioned said the minimum broadband 
speed they required would be “more 
than 4Mbps”, with just one-fifth voting 
for 4Mbps itself and 10 per cent voting 
for 2Mbps, while just 6.6 per cent 
voted for 1Mbps. 

Emphasis 

ISPreview.co.uk’s editor and founder, 
Mark Jackson, said: “Consumers clear¬ 
ly place a significant emphasis on 
broadband performance, so much so 
that an overwhelming majority would 
even be willing to give up on an almost 
perfect dream home in favour of a cos¬ 
metically less attractive one that 
received faster speeds. 

“The results could have profound 
implications because many slower 
homes are often found in remote and 
rural locations that reside further 
from their local telephone exchange, 
hinting at the potential for a greater 
exodus into towns and cities where 
speeds are higher and prices lower. 

According to Mr Jackson, the find¬ 
ings of its survey “highlights the 
importance of being able to deliver 
speeds of more than double the 
current Government target, which is 
committed to delivering a minimum 
2Mbps broadband speed to everybody 
by 2012. This may now simply end up 
being too little, too late.”

Rise in prices likely to continue' 


IN its latest survey of the housing market, the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors says 
that UK house prices are likely to keep on ris¬ 
ing for the short term. 

The news, which was released this month, is 
a welcome boost for the economy, which failed 
to emerge from recession in the third quarter. 

Meanwhile, according to the institute, the 
balance of surveyors reporting price rises 
rather than falls rose to 34 per cent, up from 
20 per cent the previous month, and the 
strongest survey result in favour of rising 
prices in almost three years. 


House price indices from the Nationwide 
and the Halifax have both reported rising 
house prices, but the Halifax has cautioned 
that the momentum was unlikely to continue 
since more homes were being put up for sale 
and this would, in turn, result in a slowdown 
in the demand for homes. 

Jeremy Leaf, of the RICS, said: “Although 
the supply of property is beginning to pick up, 
it is still insufficient to keep pace with the 
increase in demand, which points to further 
price gains in the near term. 

“Cheap money remains a critical prop for the 


market and this is being reflected in the con¬ 
tinuing appetite for finance from first-time 
buyers, despite the large deposits still being 
demanded by lenders.” 

In the meantime, over the last three months 
completed sales have continued to rise steadi¬ 
ly to an average of 19 per surveyor, represent¬ 
ing a slight rise on the previous quarter. 

In other recent news, the British Retail 
Consortium revealed that retail sales in 
October had surged by an annual rate of 3.8 
per cent, further fuelling hopes that a recovery 
was gathering pace.

Toyota challenges your IQ 


HAS Toyota been just too clever by 
launching its IQ3 city with a ‘big* 
engine? 

It certainly doesn’t add up at first: the IQ3 
(from £11,615) is £2,000 dearer than the 1.0- 
litre IQ entry model, higher C02 emissions 
(113g/km) mean losing road tax exemption 
and paying £35 a year and it averages 5-6mpg 
less than the smaller engine. 

But would-be buyers must use their own IQ 
here: in three-cylinder 1.0 form, the IQ is a 
real city car, though you could drive longer 
distances occasionally, especially as the wide 
track and spacious front cabin make it feel like 
a larger vehicle. 

But the four-cylinder 1.3 engine delivers 
more acceleration and, crucially, more cruising 
power and refinement than the ‘three-pot’ as I 
found when road testing a car from Motorline 
Toyota at Canterbury. 

This makes the IQ3 great for commuting into 
London or across Kent as well as town driving 
and a better all-rounder and potentially some¬ 
one’s only car, where as the original might be 
stretched to be more than a second car. 

The IQ3 also suits an automatic ‘box, which

fits the ethos of a small city runabout; auto 
changes in the original IQ feel more frantic. 

Overall IQ attributes are impressive: it is 
just 30cms longer than the rival Smart 
ForTwo yet gains two seats. 

However, the seat behind the driver is virtu¬ 
ally useless. The front passenger seat is stag¬ 
gered close to the dashboard though, so an 
adult can sit behind - just. 

So we have a 3+1-seat car rather than a full 
four-seater and the ‘+1’ is really the boot as 
there is barely any space behind the rear seat- 
backs. 

Nevertheless, the IQ shows masterly pack¬ 
aging and its low stance and wider track, 
largely overcomes pitching expected from 
such a short wheelbase car. The IQ drives and 
handles well for its size too. 

Interior quality and trimming is superb, but 
could be funkier to attack the Smart. 

On the other hand, this is the ‘Lexus’ of city 
cars and comes with no less than nine airbags 
- it may be small, but it is very safe. 

Nevertheless, Motorline admits the ‘Lexus’ 
price tag can make some buyers turn to the 
Japanese brand’s slightly bigger yet cheaper 
full four-seat Aygo.
